ILLINOIS. 
COOK COUNTY. 

The recent heavy rains in the southwestern 
section of the county have been very disastrous 
to the growing and standing crops. The condi- 
tion of affairs has been aggravated to an alarm- 
ing extent by the overflow of the Feeder to the 
canal passing through the towns of Worth and 
Palos. Tbousands of acres of land are at this 
writing entirely submerged, most of which is un- 
der immediate cnliivation, and among the best 
and most productive of the county. Last win- 
ter and spring the Canal Commissioners, it will 
be remembered, caused the erection of a dam 
across the Feeder in the western part of Palos, 
the object of which, it was said, was to prevent 
the washing of the earth along the Feeder into 
the canal. Very litile attention was paid to the 
enterprise at the time, and very little would be 
thought of it now but for the disaster 
it has wrought. It is estimated to-day 
that between 30,000 and 50,000 acres are over- 
flowed, and in many instances the scene is simi- 
lar to that depicted in the southern part of the 
State, where sheaves of wheat are said to have 
been floating about from field to field. The esti- 
mate and extent of the damage cannot be fairly 
computed, owing to the large territory covered, 
the variety of the same, and the want of facili- 
ties to explore the scene. On some places 
the water is quite deep, especially 
the strip known as the Sag. In otber places the 
surface is only sufficiently covered to prevent 
travel, and to drive the stock from the pastures 
to the occasional mounds for protection and 
food. The inundation is also reported to bave 
extended into the town of Orlana, with equaliy 
damaging effect, but the advices are 1otom- 
plete, and the details there, as in Palos ard 
Worth, are wanting. As far as the eye can 
reach along tbe Feeder, looking from the 
dom east, is an immense sheet of water, aud 
looking north and south the scene is not far dif- 
ferent. Secs. 13, 14, 15, 16, and 17 may be said 
to be almost entirely inundated. Those living 
ou the opposite sides of the Feeder bave no con- 
ception of the real and relative condition of af- 
fairs, hence to give anything like an accurate 
list of those sustamtug damages is as impossi- 
bie as it ia to compuie the geveral loss entailed 
by the overflow. 

Great indignation is felt among the sufferers 
toward the Canal Commissioners, and the dis- 
position is general to prosecute the State, whose 
agents they are, with the hope of securing im- 
munity trum the recurrence of such a disaster, 
if notbiug else. It is not probable, however, 
that any further action will be taken by the

INDIANA. 
WORSE AND WORSE. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug. 2.—The flood in this 
region is very devastating. Tue Wabash River 
is some 20 inches higher than during the great 
rise of 1858, and a few inches higher than the 
still greater inundation of 1828, which is on 
record, and isin the memory of the olaest in- 
habitants. The river is fully 3 miles wide 
opposite the city, and still slowly rising. A few 
small houses have floated down. Some live 
stock and millions of bashele of wheat in stacks 
and in shocks have floated past. Large quanti- 
ties of hay have also gone down. There is little 
driftwood afloat, or the bridges could 
not possibly remain. The two railroad bridges 
of the Vandalia, Iudlanapolis & St. Louis are both 
uneafe. The water is within a few inches of the 
windows of the Water-Works and quite even 
with the floor of the Gas-Works. Both are oa 
the river banks, but sand-bag embankments 
have so far kept the water out. Ne loss of life 
has been reported as yet. 

The Clinton wagon-bridge, 14 miles above us, 
is floating down on us; 80 isa sawmill. Over 
6,000,000 bushels of corn are reported drowned 
out between Terre Haute and Hutsonville. Be- 
low Sugar Creek Towaship the country is whol- 
ly devastated. Not a thousand rails, very litttle 
corn, and no wheat is left in the town- 
ship. Every house in Bloomtown is inundated. 
Markels’ milldam, 5 miles west, is broken away, 
and seven houses at Reelaville, ou the Vandalia, 
together with 8 miles of embankment, are washed 
away. Not a train on any of the railroads left this 
city except a passenger to Vincennes and return, 
| with po communication below. We shall have 
no communication in any direction, and uo mails 
for four days at least, there being no less than 
thirty bridges, besides trestles and embank- 
ments, completely gone on the Evansville 
& Cincinnati. Every trestle between Oak- 
town and Hazleton is ether badly injured or 
swept away. An engine was overturmed by a 
bank giving away.

For the past twelve hours the rate of rise has 
been an inch anda balf per hour, which will 
probably be kept up until morning, when it is 
believed the volume will rapidly decrease.

The water is within 10 inches of the Water 
Works’ engines, and there is every chance that 
before morning it will rise high enough to stop

Reports from the railroads rather increase the 
severity of damages.

THE BUENA VISTA STONE. 

The followiog is the report of the delegation 
appointed oy the Commission of local arcuitects 
10 visit the City of Cincinnati and the Buena 
Vista quarries for the purpose of examiming the 
buildings aud other works in which Buena Vista 
stone has been used, with a view of ascertaining 
its qualities as a bu:ldiog-material : also to ascer- 
tain whether the quarry is cupable of yielding 
sullicieut stone of required quality to complete 
the pew Custom- House: 

The undersigned would respectfully report that they 
speut two days in their examination of the buildings 
in Cincinnati buiit of Buena Vista stone, Many of the 
buildings have been standing twenty-five to thirty 
years, and many others of more recent date. On 
close e¢Xamination we tound that very few 
stones had scaled or lam naied. We say very 
few, because we found in many large 
fronts, but one or two defective stones, and in none 
did the scaling or dis egration appear to be general. 
We Were assured that the scaling or lamination takes 
place Gu:tug the first or second year after the stones 
are placed in tue walls. The scaling is so slight sad 
eo seldom, that a glance at the buildings does not de- 
tect it, but on close @xamination shows ‘that a few of 
tue stones are defective. 

The architects, builders, and proprietors in Cincin- 
nati are the personr best acquain with this stone, 
and they continue to use it in all their buildings re- 
quiring stone work, giving it the preference over any 
Other stone. Mr. D. Sinton, a wealthy proprietor and 
an old resident of Cincinnati, has many magnificent 
buildings built of this stone. He is about to build a 
wateh tower for the use of, the Fire Department, and 
present it to tae city, This tower cost $50,000, 
He expects to leave it as a monument, and believes it 
will be enduring. It will be of Buena Vista stone, Mr. 
Sinton very kindly pointed out to us very many 
buildings dun of this material, and gave wus 
the dates or time of their erection, From 
pur observation and the information given 
us, we are satisfied that the few defective surfaces of 
stones in the building originated from causes other 
than from any inberemt defect in the stove itself. 
They may have been placed in the building in au un- 
seasoned condition, or the moisture from tne brick- 
work placed against them may have caused the sval- 
ing of the guriace. And, as no subsequent deteriora- 
tion takes piace after the firet or second hee it would 
seem that it is not from any natural ect that such 
lamination occurs. We al — — ten 
suspension bridge at Cincinnati. 
stone, and were obtained from several different 

quarries, many of them from the Buena Vista quarry. 
Tue contract did noi require the stone to be of the 
best qpality Obtained at these quarries, Conése- 
quently, there are many stones. used in these piers 
that would be rejecied for first-class building pur- 
poses. The piers below the roa.way are rock-faced, 
and show very little disintegration. Above the road- 
way the stone is bush-hammered, and here many 
ua ve scaled. We were informed that the inati 
took place soon after the piers were finished, and that 
for several years no fresh lamination has taken place, 
and it is believed that the stone grows harder each 
succeeding year. The stope-cutiers are very —4.—

We t one day in examination of the city ledge 
in the lifornia quarry at Buena Visti. The outer 
edge of the ledge for some 8 or 10 feet is of a buff 
color.

What They Intend Proving in @ Docu- 
mentary Way. 


Opinions of Quincy p dats Concerning 
Patten. 


The trial of Rudolphus K. Turner, the alleged 
forger of deeds to certain lands in Cook Couuty, 
entered upon its sixth day yesterday morning 
before Judge Farwell in the Criminal Court. 

The couvgel, with the exception of Mr, Storrs, 
were in their places at 9 o'clock. 

Mr. Barnum desired to have the various papers 
which the witnesses for the prosecution read to 
the Court and jury. 

Mr. Swett asked for an order from the Court 
authoring an examination of the trunk from 
which thé papers were taken. 

Mr. Baruum objected. He then. of- 
fered in evidence numerous exhibits, 
consisting of the several deeds alleged to be 
forgeries, the photographs thereof, the seals, 
stamps, and papers. Much time was consumed 
by their scheduling. Atthe conelusion of that 
operation Mr. Barnum said that the case for the 
prosecution here rested. 

MR. SWETT 
usisted upon the right of the defense to examine 
the trunk before aliuded to, which belonged to 
the witness James Reed. 

Mr. Barnum said the counsel for the defense 
bad no more right to examine the contents of 
this trunk than they had that of any other wit- 
ness. If the trunk eontained evidence which 
would oriminate Reed, it might be used to his in- 


jury. 

After the question had been discussed at some 
length, the Court said that, as part of the con- 
tents of the trunk had been introduced to prove 
Turner’s complicity with Reed, ite owner, the de- 
fense should have the right to amine its con- 
teuts. 

Mr. Barnum asked where, and in whose pres- 
ence, the examination shoud be made. 

The Court suggested that boch parties be rep- 
resented. 

Mr. Barnum stated that he would like to have 
the other side preseat, because he had heard i 
siated thatthe prosecution bad stuffed Reed's 
trunk with papers aud tuings to sireugthen their 
Case. 

ls was finally agreed that the examination 
should take place after the afternoon adjourn- 
ment, in the presence of the counsel from both 
sides, Reed. the owner, and a reapectabile citizen 
to be selected.

of Jacksonville, III., then opened the case for 
tue defense.

Bota of 
these, sccording to Reeds testimony, were 
forged at the Grand Pacitic Hotei Oct. 29, 1874. 
These deeds embraced 320 acces of the land in 
question uuder the ingici:ment on trial. 

In addition to this, the prosecution had proved 
by Reeds testimony that three deeds were 
maoufactured—ope from James Halford to Emp- 
son Hamilton, aootherfrom Empson Ham.iton to 
Helen O'Hara Harreii—at the West bide Sher- 
man House in Chicago, between the lth and 
Zvth of February, 1873. One of these proving 
unsatisfactory, Luruer procured him to make 
another at the Southern Hotel in Ss. Louis, 
March 10, 1873. As to the last deed, the defense 
would show that Loew, of New ¥ ork, certiued to 
it, aud that his official ‘seal was hot only plainly 
to be seen ou the certilicaie, but weft clear 
through the deed, and was piainiy to be recog- 
nized asthe seal of that oflicer, whereas Reed 
vestafied that he had no stamping iostrumeais 
whica could make such an iodeniation, but ouly 
wax seals, 

After giving a history of the O'Hara and the 
Harrell families, where this title, as tue de- 
fense would show, was vested in 1842, be then 
proceeded to 8. ate that che defense would offer 
in evidence power of attorney from Harreil and 
wife to Wes:fall & Baxter of date Dec. 1, 1853, 
describing the lands in controve;sy, aud inciad- 
tog all other im the State of Llinois, and re- 
corded in Haucock County, Illinois, Feb. II, 
1804, and Adams County, Nov. 23, 1804; also 
power of attorney to James G. McPeteis in ro- 
lation to same lands, recorded May, 1857; 
also power of attorney to Beajamin Lombard, 
including same lands, dated April 14, 1864, aud 
reco:ded before May in sixteen different coun- 
ties in this State, in the same year. These 
powers of attorney were reroked, and eau re- 
corded before May 1, 1564, in tue sixteen coun- 
tles. 

After these revocations and the recording of 
the same, Denjama Lombard made deeds of 
conveyance to one gPauline of date May 6, 1564, 
which deeds were recorded. Oct. 25, as would be 
shown, Pauline executed power of attorney, in- 
cluding all these Cook Coanty lande, to Kudol 
pbus K. Turner, the defendant. 

June 27, 1868, Pauline executed deeds to 
George A. Kibbe, father m-law of Turner, in- 
cluding same lands. Under these deeds made 
by Pauline to Kibpe, Turner brought suit in the 
United States Court before Judge Drummond, 
who decided that the revocations of the Lom- 
bard power of attorney were good, and that there 
was uo title to the lands uuder the Pauline deed. 
Tbus admonished, Turner opened negotiatious 
on bis own account, and seat to Washington to 
ascertain from Harreil and bis wite for what 
these lands could be bought. Correspondence 
was opened and carried on in the name of 
George A. Kibbe. The speaker then produced 
several of the letters embraced in this 
correspondence. In one, Harrell writes that he

him. In another, Turner offers #500 for the 
land. ‘This sum wos subsequently accepted, and 
a deed duly . Re was seut to Turmer by ex- 
press, C. O. This deed was received, as 
shon by the * at the express oilice, May 
23, 1863. In the same year, durivg a visit of 
Turner's to Washington, Harrell turued over to 
him the Robinson aod Halford apd Empson 
Hamilton deeds, together with deeds to some 
Missouri lands. These deeds were seen by J. B. 
Turner, and the lands were the subject of cor- 
respoadence between him and R. K. Turner, on 
the subject of furnishing the latter money with 
which to buy the lands. A contract embracing 
these lands, and including Cook County ‘lauds, 
was executed Aagust, 1371. The rescission of 
the contract embracing these lauds was dated 
Jaouary, 1872. 

In both of these instruments the Cook County 
lands were referred to by the name of the deeds, 
aod set forta the chan of title, including the 
deeds alleged to have bwen forged ia 1873 and 
1874. Defense would also show s mortgage 
execated by J. B. Turner, Aug. 21, 1871, to pro- 
cure a loan of money which was furnished K. K. 
Turner to enable him to procure the possession 
of these lands. The existence of these deeds in 
the hands of R. K. Turner in 1869 would be 
shown by a host of witnesses of undoubted re- 
spectabilty.

THE LIGHTNING MAIL-TRAIN. 


From New York to te Chicago in Twene 
ty-four Hours—Ap Allegation that At 
Will Cost $1,000,000 a Year, 

New York Sun, 

Wasutnotor, July 28.—The announcement 
that the scheme of a fast train of postal cars 
between New York and Chicago, which has long 
been a pet measure with George 8. Bangs, has 
been adopted by Postmaster-General Jewe!, and 
an arrangement consummated with the Hudson 
River, New York Central, and Michigan Southern 
and Lake Shore Railroads for such a train, to 
leave New York and Chicago once a day, and 

make the grip in twenty-six and possibly twen- 

ty-four hours, drawing four postal cars each 60 

feet long, is the subject of much comment 

among Post-Office officials and others familiar 
with postal affairs.

‘This state- 
ment of the Tribune, made evidently with 

authority, surprises even the initiated, for 8 

prominent officer in the Post-Office Department 

toid me yesterday that Mr. Bangs thought such 

a fast train would uvolve au eipense of about 

a million dollars a year, and would be worth it. 

The demand these railroad companies made for 

extra pay for a contiuuapce Of the postai-car 

faciliues now afforded, if complied with, would 
sacrease the annual cost of carrying the mails 
immensely ; and every one must remember that 
these railroad kings threatened that they would 
pot continue to carry the mails w postel-cars 

unless some provision was made for increased 
rates of pay over those allowed by the act of 

March 3, 1878. 

From the annual reports of the Postmaster- 
Genera! it will be seen what the cost of tiaus- 
porting the mails is. On page 61 of the report 
for 18u¥ this item is $11,601,728; on page 17 of 
the report for 1871, $14,404,921; and on page 69 
of the :eport for 1874, $18,707, 186. The actual 
payments made under this head for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1874, were $15,881,319.06 ; 
and to meet large unsettled balances due for re- 
adjusted pay to railroads for 1874, under tue act 
of March 3, 1873, the foliowing clause was in- 
serted on pese e l4in the General Deudiency bill, 
approved March 3, 1875 

To enable the Postmaster-General to adjust and pay 
the compensation lor the transportation of mails on 


railroad routes, according to the provisions of An 
act making appropriations for the service of the Post- 


Office Department for the year ending June 30, 1874,” 
approved March 3, 1873, he is hereby authorized and 
e:npowered to use for this purpose so much as may be 
necessary of the umexpended balance of the amounts 
approp 22 for deficiencies in the revenues of the 
postal service for the flecal year ending June 30, 1873, 

The unexpended balance of this appropriation 
thus made available was 61. 766. 772.4 as shown 
on page 4 of the Postmaster-General's report for 
1374, so that the actual cost of trausporting the 
mails for 1874 cannot be arrived at at presen: 
from published reports, but it wil amount to 
about $20,000,000, or nearly double what the coat 
was in 1809. 

It is now claimed that the fast mail-train of 
four postal cars, making one round trip a day 
over the Hudson River, New York Cevtral, and 
Michigan Southern and Lake Sbore Railroads, 
will carry daily thuty-five tons, which will soon 
be increased to forty-five tous per day, while it 
is said that the Erie aod Hudson River Roads 
took out of and brought ioto New York 4a total 
weight of thirty-one tons daily in 1873, on eight 
postal cars on eight trains, besides sevecal local 
trains. The proposed arrangement will put nearly 
all the througu mail from both roads on one mail- 
train, doing away, of course, with the expensive 
postal car service on the Erie, for which the 
Government pow pays $823,595 per annum ; but 
this amount cannot all be saved, as local service 
will bave to be done along the line of that road 
at least te ice a day, as at present, Mail cars 
will bave to be run as now between New York 
and Buffalo, via Trey, as the fying train can do 
but little local service, and the people will uot 


be satisfied with one mail from New York daily. 


This local service must be paid for, without 
doubt. 

Now, consider what the cost of the fast train 
to Buffalo alone will be under the present law. 
The distance from New York to Buffalo is 448 
miles. For four 60-foot postal cars, making a 
round trip under the law of March 3, 1873, $50 
per mile of road for each car per year, or $200 a 
mile.

We print elsewhere the full text of the re- 
port of the Chicago Commission of Archi- 
tects appointed to examine the Custom- 
House structure. It corresponds closely with 
the outline given a day or two ago, and is 
signed by every member of the Commission. 
After narrating in detail the results of their 
tests and observations, which appear to have 
been even more thorough and exhaustive 
than those made by the Government Com- 
mission, the report present the following 
summary of conclusions : 

Pirst—That there is no evidence of weakness or in- 


stability in the present structure. 
Second—That the foundations are sufficient, with the 


precautions suggested in this report, to carry the load 


contemplated by the design. 
Third—That the Buena Vista stone, carefully select- 


ed, will be as durable as any sandstofie that can be ob- 
The Commission is of the opinion that work on the 
building could be resumed (with the precautions sug- 
gested) and carried on to completion, 

Such is the deliberate conviction of six of 
the leading architects of Chicago, together 
with the City Engineer, all of them of the 
highest standing in their professions, and 
men of unquestioned ability and integrity. 
They stake their reputations, individually 
and collectively, upon the declaration that, 
with certain specified precautions and alter- 
ations, work on the building can be resumed 
and carried to completion. Testimony of 
this kind should not be disregarded by Sec- 
retary Bristow and Supervising Architect 
Porrer. There is, under such circumstances, 
more of credit and distinction for both, and 
especially the latter, to be gained in the re- 
sumption of work upon the Chicago Custom- 
House than in the demolition of walls and 
foundations which are worthy to stand, the 
needless destruction of $1,000,000 in labor 
and material, and the delay of the comple- 
tion.of the building for at least three years.

Is IT GOLD OR GREFNBACKS THAT FLUC 

TUATE? — 
The Terre Haute (Ind.) Trpress states that 
it is very important to know whether it was 
gold or greenbacks that varied in value to 
such an extraordinary extent during the 
temporary panic of last week, on the an- 
nouncement of the failure of Dunoan, Snnn- 


| wan & Co., because the one that did fluctu- 


ate is bad money.” 

The respectable and no doubt honest 
newspaper in Terre Haute insists, however, 
that the greenback is the standard of values; 
that it alone is rock-rooted, stable, and im- 
movable; and that when wheat sells at $1 
per bushel in coin, while it ranges from $1.12 
to $1.20 in paper, it is the gold which is 
fluctuating and not the paper! In other 
words, that while the paper money has the 
solidity and weight, the purity and fineness, 
and the wundeviating permanent value 
stamped upon it, it is the light. flimsy, in- 
substantial, feathery gold that has a value so 
transitory that it may be affected by a change 
of the wind, the wrecking of a steamer, or the 
collapse of a banking company ! 

Science has made wonderful progress in 
Terre Haute. The gold which has the same 
value in every part of the commercial world, 
which, whether in coin or in ingot, can com- 
mand the same weight of gold in the coinage 
of any nation, is the light and airy substance 
of so uncertain and unfixed value that a re- 
port that a broker in New York is ill will 
send its value booming! While the paper 
money, which has no intrinsic value, and has 
no legal value beyond certain geographical 
limits, is the grand measure of the values of 
all commodities, including gold! That is to 
say, the Terre Haute Hapress weighs gold 
with weights that are below the standard, 
weighs grain by counting less than 16 ounces 
to the pound, and measures cloth with a yard- 
stick several inches short, and may be to- 
morrow shorter than to-day. 

We give two contemporary reports of the 
temporary panic in the New York Gold- 
Room, caused by the failure of Duncan, 
Surmman & Co.: ! 

The failure created great excitement in the Gold- 
Room, where the price advanced rapidly from 112% to 
116%, and subsequently declined to 11334. Still later 
there was a rally to 114 and a reaction to 114. The 
rapid rise to 1164; was caused partly by a rush to cover 
on the part of the shorts, and, after many of the bears 
had covered their contracts, the price naturally re- 
err gold market opened at 112%, and when the news 
wae received gold was selliag at 113%. Within Sfteen 
minutes quotations bounded to 116%, and afterward 
receded to 113%. The effect was to entirely demoral- 
ize the market, The highest transaction reported was 
116. 

The Terre Haute paper insists that green- 
backs remained stationary in value or pur- 
chasing power, while it was gold that lost its 
dignity and went bobbing up and down like 
a jumping-jack, which is ridiculous nonsense. 

The quotations rendered into plain English 
mean that before the news of the failure. 
$112} of greenbacks were given for $100 
of gold; that the report of the disaster to the 
house created such excitement in the Gold- 

Room that the holders of greenbacks offered 
$116¢ of them for $100 of gold; sub- 
‘sequently, when they became cooler, they 
would only give $114} of greenbacks for 
100 gold dollars, and before the day closed 
$113} of greenbacks was the amount given 
for #100 in gold. In the morning, when the 
Exchange opened, an importing merchant 
who needed $100,000 of odin to pay duties to 
remit to Cuba for coffee or to England for 
cloth could get it for $112,750 of green- 
backs. After the news of the failure, such

The failure would not 
have had the slightest effect on their value, 
and there would have been no panic, no ex- 
citement in the Exchange. Why, then, is it 
not best to have a paper currency that is con- 
vertible into gold, and put an end to these 
miserable and destructive fluctuations and 


panics ? 


THE RECENT RAIN-STORMS. 

The recent storms prevailing in a large sec- 
tion of the West and the Southwest, whatever 
their ultimate effect upon the crops of the 
country may be, will have a very decided in- 
fluence on the speculative spirit in grain. 
This was felt immediately on the Board of 
Trade yesterday, though to a smaller extent 
than would have been the case if the storms 
had traversed a section further north. The 
wheat grown in the section where the storms 
prevailed is mostly winter wheat, which comes 
to Chicago and Milwaukee in small quantities 
as compared with the spring wheat. This 
fact, while it disturbed the local market a lit- 
tle less than would otherwise have been the 
case, will have a rather more serious influence 
in general than if the spring wheat country 
had been visited and winter wheat spared, 
since the winter wheat forms about 60 per 
cent of the entire crop of the United 
States. These storms will help to ver- 
ify the prediction of the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington, thet the 
surplus wheat cropof this country for export 
will be much smaller this year than it was 
last; and there is also a prospect, notwith- 
standing the recent reaction in Europe, that 
the foreign demand for American breadstufis 
will be larger than it was last year. 

The storms have passed over large parts of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri. As far 
as these sections are corn-growing, the dam- 
age has not probably been very great. Where 
the corn was still ripening, the rain would do 
more good than harm, except where the 
floods actually swept it away. It must also 
be taken into account that those sections vis- 
ted by the grasshoppers in the early part of 
jthe season have been replanted with a second 
crop of corn, which can hardly fail to be 
benefited by rains, and will come in 
probably with abundance, if the, frosts do not 
interfere. It is not likely, therefore, that the 
corn crop will be short, thongh it may 
rule at a little better prices than for the past 
two or three years. Corn, it must be remem-¢ 
bered, is grown to a larger extent in the sec- 
tions where the rain has been serious than 
any other grains, and corn is less damaged 
either by the rains or by drought than any 
other grain would be. The oat crop will 
probably suffer considerably ; but even where 
the oats are crushed down under the beating 
rains and winds, it may be mowed with a 
scythe, and cured like hay. Much of the 
crop may thus be saved. In fact, as a rule, the 
farmers always save more under unfavorable 
circumstances than is anticipated at the time 
of the misfortunes. The hay crop is pretty 
generally cut and in stock, and will not be 
seriously damaged. 

There is little doubt that our crops, not- 
withstanding the recent storms, will be 
ample enough to take advantage of any in- 
creased foreign demand that there may be, 
and give farmers good prices. A week or 
more of clear weather, with anortheast wind, 
will do much to counteract the damage done 
by the storm, and dry the standing crops and 
the land sufficiently to enable a good harvest- 
ing. The prospect is, therefore, a favorable 
one on the whole, and the influence on the 
general commerce and business of this coun- 
try will be decidedly good. The South can 
largely supply itself with grain, and the 
surplus of the West may be drawn upon by 
Europe. 


THE UTILIZATION OF AFRICA. 
Civilization, which was born in Asia, which 
tarried long in Egypt, which crossed to Greece 
and Italy, and then pitched its tents in Cen- 
tral Europe, long since outgrew the confines 
of that continent. It crossed the Atlantic. 
First domiciled in a few log-huts at James- 
town and Plymouth, it has gradually spread 
over the whole habitable region of America. 
It disputes the northern wastes with ice and 
snow, and it flourishes rankly under the 
equator. The flood of human beings is still, 
however, seeking new outlets. Russia is 
pushing her rude civilization into Western 
Asia; England has éontrol of a great triangle 
on the southern shores of the old cradle of 
humanity ; and every civilized Power is try- 
ing to help China and Japan into the path of 
progress, and turn an honest penny 
meanwhile for itself. One continent re- 
mains,—Africa. A ring of civilized settle- 
ments surrounds it; exploring parties are 
pushing into the vast interior that was 
marked on the maps of ten years ago un- 
known region”; and Africais about to be 
utilized. 

The habitable area of the fourth great di- 
vision of the earth's surface is nearly 12,000, 
000 square miles, or about half as much 
again as that of North America. The En- 
glish occupy Cape Colony on the south, Zanzi- 
bar on the east, and Sierra Leone on the 
west coast. The French hold Algeria. 
There is a quasi-American colony at Liberia, 
near Sierra Leone. And Egypt holds the 
valley of the Nile, the highway of 
future progress. Discovery, inspir- 
ed by love of adventure, zeal for 
scientific or _ philanthropic 

has already been 
pushed quite far. The cataracts of the Nile 
are no longer the gates of the unknown land. 
The Khedive of Egypt has organized a Geo- 
graphical Society, which will earry on still 
more extensive explorations. The discoveries 
of the past are about tobe utilized. The 
Khedive hopes to build, with the aid of En- 
uch capital, a railroad from the cataracts 
into the rich interior basin of the Upper ile. 
of vast crops of cotton andcereals. In course 
of time a line of road will doubtless run 
northward from Cape Colony to a junction 
with the Khedive's railway, and it is within 
the limits of possibility that Central Africa 
will be bisected by :

All are not colonizing; that is the English- 
man’s special work. His little island is too 
narrow to give him scope for effort. But the 
thrifty, sagacious, educated Teuton waits for 
the Briton to bear the brunt of estab- 
lishing the law and order that make 
trade possible, and then takes the trade into 
his own hands. He is doing this in Hin- 
dostan, in Ceylon, in Chima, in Africa. His 

in the latter argues well for the civ- 
ilization for which France, England, and 
Egypt have laid the foundations. 

The course of events we have sketched will 
extirpate slavery. It will give the natives a 
chance for honorable toil and useful life. If 
they will not take it, if they copy the policy 
of the American Indian, his fate will be 
theirs. The idle continent must be utilized. 
The unknown land must be known. The civ- 
ilized world needs Africa, and will have it. 


A WAR-CLOUD IN EUROPE. 

The meagre dispatches which have come 
across the cable concerning the insurrection 
in Herzegovina give little indication of the 
importance which really attaches to the suc- 
cession of troubles that have been breaking 
out within a few years in the northern 
provinces. of European Turkey. The out- 
break which immediately preceded the pres- 
ent uprising was in Montenegro, a smaller 
province adjoining Herzegovina, and both 
border on Dalmatia, which is a part of the 
Austrian. Empire. The fact is that all the 
Turkish provinces in Europe north .of the 
Balkan range of mountains are alien in race, 
language, traditions, and religion to the gov- 
erning power, who are Turks. This includes 
the large States of Moldavia and Wallachia, 
which have already achieved a sort of in- 
dependence. Bulgaria, Servia, Bosnia, Cro- 


matia, Herzegovina, and Montenegro are still 


under Turkish oppression, When the Turks 
forced their way several centuries ago into 
Europe, the native population gradually 
receded before them into the northern prov- 
inces. The further north the Turks went 
the smaller were their numbers, and they com- 
posed a lesser proportion to the whole popu- 
lation. In the provinces we have named, the 
proportion of Turks is not more than one- 
fifth of the entire population. Four-fifths 
of the people are of Slavic origin, and belong 
to the same family as the population of Hun- 
gary and Transylvania, which are now parts 
of the Austrian Empire. They are of a race 
that was among the first to adopt the Chris- 
tian religion, and the present population is 
divided in dogma between the Greek and 
Roman Churches, but with a large preponder- 
ance in favor of the former. There is, there- 
fore, not the slightest sympathy between 
these people and their Asiatic Mohammedan 
rulers. 

The news that Servia has begun to raise 
subscriptions to aid the insurrection, and is 
petitioning Austria to mamtain a strict neu- 
trality, would indicate that these Turkish 
provinces have determined upon something 
like a general insurrection and a blow for in- 
dependence, if they can be assured of the 
moral support of Austria. What Servia has 
done, Bosnia, Cromatia, Montenegro, and the 
rest, are ready to do in the common cause. 
If England and Russia would keep their 
hands off, there is no question but what the 
inhabitants of these provinces, in a united 
effort, would develop sufficient strength 
to throw off the Turkish yoke. There 
would also be an opportunity here for 
Austria to resume something like her 
former position among the great powers 
of Europe. There is certainly a close 
affinity between the provinces ripe for a re- 
volt and the Hungarian portion of the Aus- 
trian Empire ; and, if they were joined tothe 
Empire, they would give Austria a population 
of from 45,000,000 to 47,000,000 in all, and 
add arich agricultural district and a hardy 
people to the productive resources of the Em- 
pire. In this way the little cloud that now 
appears in the obscure Province of Herze- 
govina, ho bigger than a man’s hand, may yet 
overshadow all Europe, and get great nations 
by the ears. Itis morally certain that the 
Slavic population in Turkey north of the 
Balkan Mountains will not submit many 
years longer to the extortions and abuses 
which Turkey imposes. upon them for the 
support of an extravagant and corrupt Court 
and Government with which they have no 
sympathy, and a religion which they despise. 


THE PERIL OF BRITISH INDIA. 

A recent English writer predicts the out- 
break of.a second insurrection in Hindostan. 
He says that natives and Englishmen are all 
alike discontented. Of the latter, the soldiers 
are jealous of the civilians, while the civilians 
declare that they are overworked and under- 
paid. The inevitable result of such facts, 
petty in themselves, is that the rulers wreak 
their discontent upon the ruled, The Hindoos 
are systematically kept down. They cannot 
hold high military rank; they cannot reach 
the higher posts of the Civil Service ; they are 
paid less for doing the same work as English- 
men in all sorts of occupations, even that of 
a missionary. The personal relations of 
members of the two races are apt to be un- 
pleasant. We find in the last Pall Hall 
an illustration of this. An Englishman 
and a Hindoo were.in the same railway-car- 
riage. They began to talk about the Gaik- 
war of Baroda. The native dared to differ 
with the European. The latter promptly 
pitched him out of the window. A friendly 
swamp saved him from death. The Anglo- 
Indian press calls this a curiously interest- 
ing case.” It might better be called danger- 
ously interesting. It is one of the least evils 
that has resulted from the fiasco of the Gaik- 
war. The irresolute, yet arbitrary, course of 
the Government in trying, scquitting, and 
then punishing this potentate, has had the 
worst possible effect. An officer of high rank 
writes: The deposition of the Gaikwar 
has undone in a moment the work of the last 
fifteen years, and will engender in the minds 
of our feudatories precisely the same suspi- 
cions which led to such results in 1857.” 

Familiarity seems to have bred contempt 
between the races. The word of the English- 
man was once held to be as good as his bond, 
but this feeling no longer exists. Sir Divxcr 
Rao, the best friend of England during the 
mutiny, is now so hostile to it that he has

fought the French for her, and saved what 
Brappocs's blunders left of his army for her. 
Not one of the Sikhs was rewarded with a 
commission, and numbers of them are now 
living in utter destitution. The truth seems 
to be that Colonial affairs are administered in. 
Hindostan. much as they once were in 
America, with no regard for the colony and 
too much for the home-country. The result 
may possibly be the same in both cases, 
though the next Indian insurrection will 
probably be as futile as it will surely be 
bloody. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF ARKANSAS. 

The Little Rock Gazette says that Tun 
Turnen has done injustice to Gov. GargLanp 
and his supporters by stating that they 
closed the public schools of Arkansas upon 
coming into power. This statement, it de- 
clares, has kept thousands of emigrants 
away. If so, it has done the best possible 
thing to open the eyes of the politicians of 
that State to the utter folly of their course. 

The Gazette tries—and tries in a thorough- 
ly courteous way—to show that the responsi- 
bility for the closing of the schools rests 
upon the CLarrox and other Republican Ad- 
ministrations. It argues that the lack of the 
necessary money was due (1) to a decision 
of the Supreme Court which made State 
scrip, worth 23 cents on the dollar, receiv- 
able at par for school taxes, and (2) the fol- 
lowing law of the Republican Legislature of 
1873: 

The Auditor of the S tate is hereby denied authority 
to draw any warrant on the Treasurer, to be paid out 
of the geveral revenne of the State, for the support of 
the common schools, and any act or part of act ap- 
propriating out of the general revenue of the State 
mah support of common schools w hereby re- 


This left only a poll-tax of $1 to supply 
the school fund. “The most flourishing 
schools suspended six months before Gov. 
GARLAND went into office; the rest suspended 
six months afterwards. 

This is the Gantanp side of the question, 
and may be quite convineing, but not 
bearing upon the real issue now. That 
issue is, Shall the schools of Ar. 
kansas be closed or opened at once? 
There is unfortunately no doubt that the re- 
sponsibility for keeping them shut rests upon 
the Galaxo Administration and the Demo- 
cratic party of that State. Are there any 
laws in the way? Then repeal them. The 
Democracy controls the Legislature, Are the 
school-taxes insufficient to support th, 
schools? Then increase them. Here is a 
party which has absolute control of Arb an. 
sas, and which keeps the schools of Ark :nsas 
shut. There is no chance of excuse. The 
system which starves children’s minds, 
which deliberately lets a generation grow up 
in blank ignorance, which makes the man 
who holds the plow about equally as 
stupid as the mule which Araws it, 
which leaves school - buildings to rot 
into decay, which encourrges crime 
and incapacity by refusing to ‘apply the pre- 
ventive of knowledge,—this S stem is a relic 
of the dark days of the Santh. The party 
that clings to it is condemned by it. As long 
as this system is in force, emigrants ought to 
stay away from Arkansas. A father would do 
his children an almost unpardonable wrong 
by taking them where schools do not exist, 
when he can find a home in States that are 
hungry for labor and that maintain flourish- 
ing public schools for the children of labor. 

The Gaeette errs in blaming Tun Trrevve 
for giving currency to the fact that the 
schools of Arkansas were closed, and so keep- 
ing away thousands of emigrants.” If our 
statement had that effect we deserve the thanks 
of every one of these emigrants and of 
Arkansas. For the former have been saved 
from inflicting a great wrong upon their chil- 
dren, and the latter has been taught—pro- 
vided she is not beyond teaching—that her 
present course is suicide. We did not say 
the schools were shut until they were shut, 
and then said so with great regret. When 
the schools are reopened, we will chronicle 
that fact as conspicuously and as completely 
as we did the former, and with much more 
satisfaction. 

If the people of Little Rock, in particular, 


| feel badly about our publication of the fact 


that their schools are closed, the remedy is 
very simple. The cost of carrying on their 
city system, according to the figures of a 
pamphlet just published by their Board of 
Education, is $27,264 a year. Why don't 
they subscribe this comparatively amall 
amount and reopen the schools ? 


THE O'CONNELL CENTENNIAL WRANL * 
The proposed O’Connetzt Centennial de- 


monstration has given birth toa wrangle. As 
a rule, it may be assumed that any proposi- 
tion made in Ireland will provoke a counter- 
proposition, and that the collision of the two 
will provoke a quarrel, but the O'CoxxxLX.

‘the results of the two celebrations, and how- 

ever it may affect the rights of Ireland in the 
future, it is pitiable that the centennial cele- 
bration of Dum O’Connwetn, who never 
quarreled with friends, should have given rise 
to a quarrel involving not only Ireland but 
the whole United Kingdom, and that this 
dissension should have been precipitated by a 
Cardinal of the Church, seeking to strike a 
deadly blow at Irish autonomy under the 
‘cloak of religion. It is some compensation, 
however, that the two celebrations will bring 
Ultramontanism and Home Rule face to face, 
and force a square issue more directly 
than ever before. They will hasten the set- 
tlement of some important questions, among 
them the right of the Church to dictate in 
politics. When that right is practically and 
successfully denied in Ireland, there will be 
more hope for her political liberties. 


The doctrine of a Personal Devil is of more or 
lesa importance according to the standpoint 
from which it is viewed. In England it is con- 
sidered of sufficient consequeace to make its re- 
jection good cause for withholdng the Com- 
munion; in America, on the other hand, the 
question 1s not so mach whether Christiaas be- 
lieve in a Personal Devil, or whether damnation 
is the inevitable lot of all who do not so believe, 
as it is whether the Devil, supposing him to ex- 
ist, has made any recent manifestation. The 
whole subject has been brought up and decided, 
as we have said, in the English Court of Arches. 
The case was brought on the appeal of one JEN- 
Kins from the ruling of his vicar. Junxine is, by 
nature as well as by name, irrepressible. Nine 
years ago he wrote a book on doctrinal matters, 
which siumbered peacefully in the bookstores 
until a few months back.

THE ADA STREET CHURCH TRIAL, 


Charges Against Dr. Bigelow 
Not Sustained. 

The Church, Committee appointed to investi- 
gate the charges against Dr. Bigelow held an- 
other meeting at Ada Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church last evening. It was considerably after 
9 o'clock before anything was done, on account 
of the absence of witnesses. It was 
the intention to take the evidence 
of Messrs. Wright and Stover, when the testi- 
mony would be finished and the case ready for a 
decision.

His testimony referred 
to a conversation which he had heard between 
Dr. Bigelow and Mrs. Doolittle. He contrib- 
uted but little of interest to the evidence al- 
ready taken.

Mr. Lunt, the counsel for Dr. Bigelow, then 
made a speech in the latter’s behalf, after which 
the Committee took the case under considera- 
tion, They deliberated until a very late hour. 
Finally, at 1 o'clock this morning they decided 
that the charges had not beea sustained, except 
the first sveciticatuon of the cecond sharge, be- 
stowing unvecessary and unwelcome attentions 
in the street upon Miss Doolittie.” 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railroad has had a 
most trying year, the Wisconsin law and the gen- 
eral dulness in businees having materialiy af- 
fected its traffic. Notwithstanding these facta, the 
Treasurer reports the surplus of net earnings 
for the last fiscal year, ending with May last, 
after paying rentals and interest, to bave been 
$1,360,000. The surplus for the previous year, 
when the crop of wheat raised was the heaviest 
ever known, was $2,119,000. The surplus for 
the past year is very nearly 35{ per cent on the 
whole stock, common and preferred, and 1s 6.36 
per cent on the preferred stock. This, as a re- 
suitof a most trying vear, with very light traffic, 
very low rates and a hard winter, is decidedly 
enovuraging.

THE WILLIAMSON COUNTY VENDETTA. 

Sr. Lob, Aug. 1.—A special from Carbon- 
dale, III., says another assassination growing 
out of the Bollinger-Russell feud, in William- 
son County, III., was committed on Saturday 
night at Crainviile. William Spence, a merchant 
of that place, had retired for the night in a room 
over his store. About 10 o'clock he was aroused 
by two unknown men, who said tbey desired to 
make some purchases. Spence got up and went 
down stairs, and, while puttting on his shoes 
previous to opening the store door, was 
fired on twice, both shots taking 
effect in his abdomen. killing him. The store 
was ransacked, but few articles were taken, and 
Speuce’s empty pocketbook was found a short 
distance from the store. The real cause is not 
known, but the act is attributed to the fact that 
Spence entertained some friends who attended 
George W. Sisney's funeral on Friday last. This 
is the twenty-seventh murder committed since 
the feud between the Bollinger and Russell fam- 
ilies a few years ago. The ransacking of 
Spence's store is cousidered as a blind to make 
people think the murder was committed for 
plunder. 
Specia Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune. 
Canponpaxz, III., Ang. 2.—At the Coroner's 
inquest on tue body of William Spence, who was 
assassinated at Crainvilie Saturday wight, it was 
ascertained that he had been shot four times— 
twice With a pistol, twice with a shot gun. One 
of the pistol shots entered his right eye, passed 
entirely through the head, aod came out behind 
the left ear. The other lodged in his left 
cheek. Fifty-eeven buckshot were taken from 
his body. The cause of his murder is now 


believed to be founded upon a report that be

The 
guard (Kennedy) recovered aud gave the alarm, 
avd Warden Howard started io pursuit, and met 
them in rear of the machiné-shops, where they 
drew up in a line. The Warden assed Rodifer 
what be was trying to do. He replied, “ We

revolvec from Rodifer, when a severe scullle en- 
sued, in which D. M. Alien, prison storekeeper, 
shot Rodifer in three different places in the 
melee.

EX-LIEUT.-GOY. BROSS 

was called upon for some remarks, He said that 
he regarded the effort to organize a ladies’ de- 
partment for the State of Lilinoiw as especially 
appropriate for the ladies themselves. They 
could do it with far more efficiency and better 
results if left to their own judgment 
and taste. He had attended the prelim- 
inary meeting Saturday, and was there then 
to make such suggestious as might occur to him 
in the commencement of the work. The repoit 
of Mr. Reyoolds met bis approbation fully, and 
he believed the ladies of Liimois would make a 
highly bonorable showing of their labors and 
haudiwork at the first centennial or our natioval 
life. He thought no exemption or favor would 
be claimed by our ladies because the State was 
not organized till forty-two years—practically 
half a century—after the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. They would be ready to meet their 
sisters of the other and the older States, aod to 
show what they were doing to increase the 
weaith and to promote the social, the intellectual, 
and the moral welfare of the State of Lihnois. 
Tuat they would do their share to win the award 
for it of being the Empire State of the Missis- 
sippi Vailev, he had not a particle of doubt. 
Without entering into particulars, he ventured to 
gay for them in advance that they would show 
that a Western woman was not content with «a 
mere exhibition of fancy needle work or aaubs 
in oil or water-colors ; t that she coutd con- 
tribute most efficiently to the more material and 
substantial welfare of the State. Rosa Bonheur 
was upiverealiy conceded to rank with Landseer 
as a painter of avimals, and so it might be found 
that one of the finest stock farms in the State 
was owned and managed entirely by a woman, 
and he ventured to predict that in culture and 
social standing she would be found equal if not 
superior to any gentleman in like business, or 
perbaps in any other. Need he addthat the 
recognized organ of the legal profession in our 
State—thbat to which the Bench and Bar alke re- 
ferred for accurate reports and learned com- 
ments on legal topics and current decisions—was 
edited and published in this city by alady.
